BY WILSON’S ACTS. 


EX-AMBASSADOR TO GERMANY 
DENOUNCES POLICY,

NEW YORK BUREAU OF THE 
TIMES, Oct. 4.—The Republican Na- 
tion Committee today issued a 
pamphiet prepared by Dr. David 
Jayne Hill, formerly Assistant Sec- 
retary of State and Ambassador to 
Germany, based on articles written 


Review. Dr. Hill has had extended 
experience both in the State Depart- 
ment and in the diplomatic service 
abroad and is one of the foremost 
American authorities upon interna- 
tional law and diplomatic proced- 
ure. He has made a very exhaus- 
tive examination of Mr. Wilson's ad- 
ministration and its handling of dip- 
lomatic affairs, especially with ref- 
erence to matters growing out of the 
war in Europe and matters arising 
from the situation in Mexico. Sev- 
eral hundred thousand copies of the 
pamphiet have been printed and it 
will receive wide circulation. 

Referring to the statement so of- 
ten made by supporters of Presi- 
dent Wilson that he has kept us 
out of war, Dr. Hill remarks that 
“peace without doubt is one of our 
most cherished ideals; is it anything 
to boast about?” 

DANGEROUS SITUATION. 

Dr. Hill then asks by whom and 
when and how we have been threat- 
ened with war and after calling at- 
tention to the fact that no nation 
has desired to declare war upon us, 
he charges that “upon two separate 
occasions, neither of which demand- 
ed warlike action, the administration 
has provoked a dangerous situation 
and has committed every act char- 
acteristic of war, including the in- 
vasion of foreign territory and the 
destruction of innocent lives.” 

Referring to the extraordinary 
peace treaties negotiated by William 
J. Bryan, when he was Secretary 
of State, Dr. Hill says that their re- 
sult was to pledge the United States 
upon its honor “not to resent active- 
ly any insult, injury or humiliation 
that anyone of the adherents to 
this agreement might for any rea- 
son offer, and to rest content with 
making only a verbal protest until 
an entire year had elapsed.” 

The result of this, Dr. Hill says, 
was that “the moral and advisory 
influence of the United States was 
seriously impaired for with the cer- 
tainty that immediate action by our 
government was out of the question 
the advice of the United States nd 


value.” 
PRESTIGE WIPED OUT. 

Before the administration was a 
year old,” says Dr. Hill, it was evi- 
dent that the prestige of this gov- 
ernment, which previously had tak- 
en the initiative in great war crises 
and had been able to promote peace 
between t powers, no longer ex- 
isted.

Germans Force the Rumanians to Return 


Across the Danube.

Reaper Oct. 4.—At only one point on the battle fronts 


in the Balkans were the allied troops defeated-today. An 
encircling movement by Mackensen’s forces compelled the 


Rumanians who had invaded Bul- 


garia near the Dobrudja border to 
retire across the Danube. On every 
other front the allied armies not 
only repelled the enemy’s attempts 
to advance but pushed forward their 
own lines to a considerable distance. 
DOBRUDJA. 

In the Dobrudja the Russians and 
Rumanians forced back Macken- 
sen’s lines at several points and cap- 
tured more than 1000 prisoners. In 
Transylvania King Ferdinand’s 
troops pushed ahead in the Georgeny 
Valley, and in the mountains west 


of the River Alt, and defeated the 
Teutons in furious fighting at Or- 
sova, near the Iron Gates of the 
Danube, and in the regions near 
Fogaras and Oderkim. In the Jiul 
Valley, near Petroseny, the Aus- 
trians gained a little ground. More

The 
Serbs have advanced to the north of 
the enemy's lines in the west, thus 
threatening at any moment to flank 
them. Less than three miles now 
separates the allied forces from 
Monastir at some points. Unless 
the Bulgars abandon their trench 
lines at Kenali they will soon be in 
danger of envelopment. Once they 
retire on Monastir the task of the 
allies will be greatly simplified. 

It is estimated that the Ser 
territory already recaptured by 
King Peter's armies amounts to 
about 140 square miles. Seven 
bian towns have been reclaimed. 

BRITISH ADVANCE. 
The advance of the British forces 
on the Struma is regarded as es- 
pecially encouraging, as they are 
confronted by great difficulties and 
strong enemy forces.

The resignation of Premier 
Okuma brought to a head the in- 
tense struggle between the bureau- 
cratic forces and the advocates of a 
representative government which 
culminated in the victory of the bu- 
reaucrats by the Emperor’s desig- 
nation of Count Terauchi to form a 
Cabinet. 

Premier Okuma aided Baron Kato 
in his efforts to form a new minis- 
try and thus succeeded in amailga- 
mating the three groups composing 
the government's majority in the 
House of Representatives into one 
great party. By this move the new 
amalgamation has only the Seiyukai, 
or conservative party, in opposition, 
and brings about a two-party po- 
litical system in Japan similar to 
that in the United States. 

The movement displeased the 
Statesmen of the old school, who 
feared that it would be undesirably 
progressive and was opposed espe- 
cially by Count Terauchi, whose 
slogan is a no-party form of govern- 
ment.

REFERS TO AMERICA. 


“Tt if hard for Americans to 
realize our position. America lies 
so far away from the scene of the 
conflict and is so great and so 
strong economically that it has not 
yet seriously felt the result of the 
war's interference with its normal 
activities. But the time will come 
when America will feel it, too. Just 
now the material advantages may 
outweigh greatly the disadvantages, 
but it is impossible that the greater 
part of the rest of the world should 
continue indefinitely in the present 
unnatural and chaotic condition 
without America suffering also. 

“We in Sweden are suffering and 
have been suffering these disadvan- 
tages almost from the start. You' 
are familiar with the manner in

We are alone concerned 
about the future independence and 
economic development of our coun- 
try and we cannot go so far in avoid- 
ing the present inconveniences 
placed upon us from without that it 
would endanger either this inde- 
pendence or developments.

We are convinced that 
in our situation the Americans, who 
appreciate as much as we do the 
independence of a country and the 
legal right of its citizens, would feel 
and act exactly as we do.“

INDUSTRY STRICKEN DOWN BY 
DEMOCRATIO FOLLY, 


Driven 
Party to $130,000,000 Bond Issue. 


{BY DIRECT WIRE—EXCLUSIVE DISPATCH.) 

NEW YORK BUREAU OF THE 
TIMES, Oct. 4.—That the United 
States is industrially and economic- 
ally helpless under Democratic leg- 
lation and that nothing short of 
a change of administration and a 
speedy return to the protective sys- 
tem can save the country from great 
financial loss and misery, is set forth 
by United States Senator Sherman 
of Illinois, in a communication to 
Chairman Willcox of the Republican 
National Committee. Senator Sher- 
man says: 

“It must be constantly remem- 
bered in this campaign that the vast 
imports of 1916 under war condi- 
tions but illustrate what they will 


be under a Democratic free trade 
tariff. when peace is restored in the 
world. Our exports are relied upon 
by the Democratic party to mitigate 
the evil wrought by the enormous 
flood of imports. I can summarize 
in a few words and figures a com- 
plete analysis of our export trade. 

“The exports of commodities clas- 
sified as peace merchandise have 
decreased under the Democratic tar- 
if. It the peace merchandise be 
segregated from our total exports, 
their total of 1916 compared with 
1913 shows a decrease of approxi- 
mately $100,000,000. The exports of 
war merchandise for 1916, com- 
pared with the exports of war mer- 
chandise for 1915 show an increase 
in 1916 of war merchandise ex- 
ports of nearly $1,500,000,000. This 
abnormal demand will cease when 
peace is concluded. Our exports 
will then shrink to their norma! vol- 
ume, while our imports will not only 
maintain the present high figures, 
but be immensely increased by the 
return to industrial activities of the 
countless legions now on the bat- 
tlefields. 

“Not in the history of the Dem- 
ocratic party has it ever written a 
tariff. bill that contributed anything 
to the treasury but a deficiency. If 
the limit of any system of legis- 
lation were reached it would be ex- 
ceeded by Democratic appropria- 
tions. The normal condition of the 
national finances with the Demo- 
cratic party in power is bank- 
ruptcy. The Democrats can neither 
protect the markets of our country 
nor supply revenue to meet the ex- 
penses of government economically 
administered even on Republican 
lines.

SEATTLE (Wash.) Oct. 4.—The 
strike of longshoremen on Puget 
Sound, which has been in effect 
since June 1, was called off tonight. 
Federal Mediator William Blackman 
announced that an agreement satis- 
factory to both sides had been en- 
tered into. 

Neither Mr. Blackman nor offi- 
cials of the Longshoremen’s Union 
would discuss details of the settle- 
ment, but it is understood that the 
men will return to work on the 
wage scale in effect before the strike 
and that after they have been work- 
ing ten days a committee will be 
appointed to meet with the employ- 
ers to draft a new wage agreement. 
The old wage scale provided 60 
cents an hour straight time and 60 
cents an hour overtime. The men 
demanded 65 cents an hour straight 
time and a minimum of $1 an hour 
overtime. 

MINERS TAKE COMPROMISE. 

Coal miners of Washington be- 
longing to the United Mine Workers 
of America have ratified by an over- 
whelming majority the compromise 
wage agreement offered by the op- 
erators, Martin J. Flyzik, president 
of District No. 10, United Mine 
Workers, announced tonight, after 
receiving partial returns from to- 
day’s referendum vote on the prop- 
osition, 4 

As a result of the vote, 4700 union 
miners, who suspended work last 
Saturday night pending the referen- 
dum, will return to work as soon as 
the vote is canvassed and the result 
officially announced. This probably 
will be done tomorrow. Twenty coal 
companies are affected. ; 

The compromise proposal accept 
ed by the miners provides 5 per cent. 
increase in pay for men working by 
the day and 3 per cent. for men 
working on a tennage or measure- 
ment basis and for dead work. The 
original demands presented by the 
union called for a flat increase of 5 
per cent. for all the men. The new 
scale adds from 10 cents to 40 cents 
a day to the men’s pay.

| Convicted, with Imperial County 


Information was received at the 
office of the United States District 


States Circuit Court of Appeals, in 
San Francisco, had affirmed the 
judgment of United States District 
Judge Bledsoe, in refusing a new 
trial to Frederic C. Shepard, an at- 
torney of this city, who was con- 
victed, a year ago, with A. C. Brown, 
an Imperial-county rancher, of con- 
spiring to smuggle eighty cans of 
smoking opium into the country. 
When sentence was pronounced, 
Brown took his medicine, and has 
just completed his term of one year 
in San Quentin. Under the decision 
of the court, Shepard will now be 
compelled to undergo a like punish- 
ment at the same institution. It is 
understood that no further appeal 
will be taken in behalf of Shepard. 
The opium deal arose out of the 
arrest of what are known in the Fed- 
eral criminal records as the Fowser 
crowd of smugglers. Shepard was 
the attorney of various members of 
the organization, and through them 
learned where the opium had been 
cached. Forty cans were brought to 
this city and disposed of, and the 
balance taken to Denver by brown 
and other parties.

BANDITS ROB GROCERS. 


Without a Word, Two Men, Believed 
to be Negroes, Thrust Revolvers 
Against Heads of Mer- 

chants, Search Them 
and Rob Register. 


Each armed with two revolvers, a 
pair of bandits early last night held 


up and robbed Joe Marsolo and G. S. 
Gargano as they stood behind the 
counters of their grocery store at 
No. 1601 East Twenty-second street. 
The highwaymen escaped with $30 in 
cash. 

According to the two victims, who 
are partners, the bandits, wearing 
white masks and carrying their 
weapons in their hands, walked into 
the store and without a word thrust 
the revolvers against the grocers’ 
heads.

Woolwine Lacks Thirty-eight 
to Beat the Field. 


Helms to Run Against Him at 
Polls in November. 


Further Inquiry to be Made 
| into Sawtelle Case.

This gives the field thirty- 
eight votes more than the to- 
tal received by Mr. Woolwine 
and means that Mr. Helms 
will oppose the District Attor- 
ney at the November election. 

Dist.-Atty. Thomas Lee Woolwine 
was defeated for re-election at the 
primary by thirty-eight votes. 

This was announced late yesterday 
afternoon by Judge Monroe, who at 
the same time intimated that a thor- 
ough investigation of irregularities 
at Sawtelle will still be made. 

The court also called attention to 
the fact that this is not the final 
judgment, but merely a statement of 
the official tabulation conducted over 
the past four days by a staff of clerks 
and accountants. The judgment will 
not be rendered until tomorrow 
morning, when the eight judges who 
handled the recount will sit en banc. 

The principals in the election were 


allowed until that time to go over 
the books of the court. Dist.-Atty. 
Woolwine also said that he will prob- 
ably look further into the Sawtelle 
matter. 

Judge Monroe stated that speci- 
fically three names on the election 
roster at the Soldiers’ Home had not 
been signed by the men themselves 
and no affidavits accompanied the 
signatures to give authorization to 
do this. 


“Judge Wellborn informed me 
that there are many of this kind of

He 
came into court with a smiie on his 
lips and appeared to be quite indif- 
ferent as to the outcome of the case. 
He was surrounded by his counsel! 
and a number of cattlemen, friends 
who had gone on his $10,000 bail 
immediately after the killing of the 
Los Angeles boy. 

Mr. Caruthers was formerly a stu- 
dent at the University of Southern 
California and was also a Harvard 
man. His father, E. G. Caruthers, 
who is now in Yuma, is president 
of the First National Bank of Yuma, 
and with his other sons in the own- 
er of the E. G. Caruthers Company, 
a general merchandise firm of Gila, 
Ariz. 

The shooting occurred September 
21. The body was brought to this city 


Caruthers 
through the heart. The justice stated 


for burial. The griefstricken father 
went from Yuma to Gila, remaining 
there only long enough to swear to 
a murder complaint against Johnson 
and then coming to this city for the 
funeral. He could not be reached 
last evening, as he had returned to 
Yuma to attend a business confer- 
ence. Friends of the family, however, 
stated that the action of the court 
at Phoenix in releasing Johnson may 
not end the affair.

WELFARE BODY.

This to Take Place of the 


Councils Plan Indorsed by 
Social Agency Workers. 


Opposition to the Proposed 
Penal Ordinance. 


Two ordinances, one creating a 
public welfare commission of five 
members, and the other providing 
penalties for violations of its terms, 
were considered at a public meeting 
of the City Council yesterday. There 
was practically an agreement on the 
first ordinance, except as to the 
name of the commission, and the 
percentage to be allowed solicitors 
for charity, but strong objection was 
made to the penal ordinance, and the 
hearing was journed until the 
17th inst. now and then the 
parties interested will submit pro- 
posed amendments. 

The aim of the first ordinance is 


to obtain a comprehensive and eco- 
nomical plan of charity in Los An- 


geles. It empowers the co ission 
to investigate charitable o iza- 
tions and indorge those that are 


worthy; also to encourage the forma- 
tion of new private charities to meet 
needs not already provided for, and 
to establish and maintain an em- 
ployment bureau. 
WOULD CHANGE NAME. 

It is proposed to change the name 
to the Municipal Relief Commission. 
The Merchants’ and Manufacturers’ 
Association and the Social Agencies 
Committee have agreed upon «that 
title, according to Councilwoman 
Lindsey, chairman of the Public Wel- 
fare Committee of the City Council. 
F. J. Zeehandelaar, secretary o 
the Merchants’ and Manufacturers’ 
Association, suggested an amend- 
ment making it unlawful for any 


funds upon any public street or alley 
by means of receptacies or boxes for 
any purpose whatever. He also op- 
posed a suggestion made by ag 
clety, that solicitors be allowed 20 
per cent. instead of 10 per cent. of 
their collections. 
Mr. Zeehandelaar also 
strongly in favor of the passing of 
the penal ordinance. He said the 
other ordinance would be of no value 
unless there was power to enforce 
it. He said, further, that the mer-

“William Roberts, former clerk im 


the advertising department of the 


Southern Pacific in San Francisco, 
broke down and cried when Justice 
Palmer bound him over to the Su- 
perior Court on bond of $2500 after 
hearing the evidence of his com- 
plicity in the alleged theft of scrip 
books of the rallroad. 3 

His associate, W. E. Cariton, who 
sold the scrip, according to the 
charges developed by Deputy Dis- 
trict Attorney Campbell, was held in 
bail of the same amount awaiting 
trial in the higher court. 

According to testimony introduced, 
Roberts traced the signature of the 


owner of an Azusa paper, whose ge- 
count called for more than a hun- 


dred dollars worth of transportation. 


Cariton is alleged to have secured 
correspondence paper of the publi- 
cation and written an order for the 
scrip, carefully forging the owner’s 
name. 

This brought him two scrip books 
containing travel coupons worth $30 
each. One of the books was sold 
for $20 and the other was still in 


possession of Cariton when

When Fred L. Foster, convicted of 


‘operations of the Alfalfa Farming 
and Dairying Company, appears in 
Judge Trippet’s court next Monday 
morning, a motion will be made in 
arrest of judgment, alleging that as 
the indictment under which Foster 
was convicted alleges conspiracy &% 
is impossible under the law to cone 
vict a single defendant. 

It will be urged on the part of the 
government that Foster was convict- 
ed of conspiring with certain other 
defendants, but these men have not 


been tried or allowed an opportunity 


to put in their defense. 

It is argued by the attorneys of 
Foster that unless the other defend- 
ants, R. L. Foster, S. L. Cheroskee, 
Lee Riddle and Ray G. Veazy, are 
tried and at least one of them con- 
victed it is possible for Foster to 
remain under bond until the convic- 
tion is set aside. 

The laws of conspiracy require the 
conviction of more than one defend- | 
ant, as it would be impossible for 
one man to conspire with himself. 
If the other defendants are tried on 
the conspiracy charge for the pur-

The total cost of the Civil War was 
about $4,000,000,000 and in the gain it 
brought to freedom, to humanity and to the 
unity of the mation the verdict of history 
will be that it was worth the money. At 
the rate that Mr. Wilson’s administration 
is squandering the public money the appro- 
-priations and authorizations of the Sixty- 


hurt Congress will amount to $4,226,368,- 


968, or more than the cost of the Civil War, 
and it would be an overestimate to say that 
it will be worth to the country 10 per cent. 
of its cost. 


It was less than thirty years since the 
land resounded with Democratic outcries 
against the Republican “billion-dollar Con- 
gress.” Since then the population of the 
United States has increased only 50 per 
cent., but the appropriations by the pres- 
ent Congress exceed those of the Congress 
of 1890 over 400 per cent., and this by 
the party which obtained power four years 
@go on a platform which denounced “the 
lavish appropriations of Republican Con- 
gresses.” Surely if “consistency be a 
jewel” the Democratic party has lost its 
watch, its necklace, its brooch, its ear 
rings and all its finger rings. It was 
stripped of its jewelry by the legislative 
highwaymen of the Sixty-fourth Congress. 

The largest sum ever expended in one 
year under a Republican administration 
was $1,295,099,289—that was in 1865, the 
last year of the Civil War—and those ap- 
propriations, in addition to the 
normal cost of government, sustained the 

ist and most efficient army ever as- 
sembied under the Stars and Stripes. That 
was the year, above all others, when the 
United States was truly prepared. Here 
we have a Democratic administration ask- 
ing for and receiving at the hands of the 
Democratic Congress (appropriations and 
authorization,) in a single session, the 
ous sum of $1,858,384,484, or 8563, 
285,195 more than was appropriated the 
closing year of the Civil War. 

The largest appropriations of any Re 
publican Congress in a single session since 
the Civil War was in 1910 when $1,044,401,- 
857 was appropriated. The last session of 
Mr. Wilson’s Congress appropriated $1,858,- 
384,484, an excess in one session of $813.- 
982.627 over the Republican Congress which 
is denounced in the Democratic platform for 
“lavish appropriations.” 

Congressman Fitzgerald asserted that the 
increase of $813,982,627 is due to prepared- 
ness; but the official figures show that the 
increased appropriations for army, navy, 
fortifications and Military Academy for the 
present over the last fiscal year were but 
$349.103,590. That leaves $464,879,137 of 
increase not chargeable to preparedness, 
For what purpose was this vast amount ap- 
propriated? A goodly portion of it went 
to pay the salaries of the 30,000-deserving 
Democrats for whom Federal places were 
created notwithstanding the Baltimore plat 
form demanded “a reduction in the number 
of useless offices.” Over ten million were 
wasted in additional pork barrel appropria- 
tions to pay Democratic contractors for im- 
proving Southern “rivers” so that canoes 
could float thereon. The “deficiency” ap- 
propriations were increased from $12,316,- 
843 to $68,555,766, and the “miscellaneous” 
from $2,330,603 to 885,000, 


Deducting from the appropriations for the 
past eight years the appropriations of the 
Panama Canal, which constituted no part 
of the normal cost of the government, and 
| the result shows that under Taft the ap- 
propriations for four years, which the Balti- 
more platform denounced as lavish, amount- 
ed to $3,799,915.756, while under Wilson 
they were $4,839,948.473, a difference of 
$1,039,982,717 in favor of the Republican 
administration. 

But this waste of money by the Demo 
cratic administration, enormous as it is, is 
only a prelude to a greater waste that is 
to come. The Democratic leaders in Con- 
gress late in the session. became alarmed 
at the effect their reckless expenditures 
might have upon the result of the coming 
election and they met in secret conclave 
and decided a matter of expediency to 
sidetrack some of the appropriations they 
“had intended and still intend to make. 
Among those postponed were $50,000,000 
for flood control, $25,000,000 for the pur 
chase of the Danish West Indies, $25,000, 
000 to pay Colombia, or rather to pay 
Bryan’s friends and a few Don Whisker- 
andos for the damages which Colombia did 
not sustain by our construction of the 
Panama Canal, $70,000,000 for roads, $35, 
000,000 for the erection of public buildings 
in Southern villages and $295,000,000 for 
army and navy expansion; in all 500,000, 
000. 
To provide the funds needed to meet 
these enormous expenditures the Demo- 
cratic Congress levied in addition to the 
customs and internal revenue taxes a tax 
on incomes and a tax on corporations 
which together yield $234,367,430 annually. 
The Underwood “tariff for revenue only” 
and the income tax failed to prevent s 
treasury deficit, so in time of peace the 
Democratic party levied what it called a 
“war tax,” and stil the revenue, was in- 
sufficient to meet the ever-increasing Demo- 


sion of Congress a new war tax was levied 
to raise $205,000,000 and this was supple.

Waiting to be Fed. 
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ONLY 
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ONTRARY MARY. 

Again we rise to remark that they are 
letting the women do the work. An indus- 
trial census taken by the Chicago Board of 
Education has just been completed and it 
shows that Mary gets out and begins to hus- 
tle for herself before school days are over. 
She beats John to the pay envelope. : 

The census was complete as far as it went 
and may be taken as representative of like 
facts and conditions in any of the big cities 
of America. The census took the form of 
an elaborate quiz of 6000 of the leading cor- 
porations, firms and individuals of Chicago 
who were large employers of labor. They 
represented many lines of business and in- 

It was found that those questioned were 
employing a total of 70,439 active workers 
under the age of 21 years. Of these 37,- 
249 were girls and 33,190 boys. In prac 
tically every classification except that of 
office boy the girls were shown to be in the 
lead. It is mighty hard for a girl to be an 
office boy, even if she disguises herself in 
long pants. But she can be an office girl, 
and there are many thousands of her serv- 
ing in that capacity. She can take all the 
aisles of male endeavor from Lothario to 
clam digger and walk therein. There have 
been female fighters, wrestlers and bal! 
players. There are lady bartenders and en- 
gineers. Of course, there are not very many 
girl brakemen or chicken blacksmiths, but 
give them time and they'll make it. 

The census was taken chiefly for the pur 
pose of finding out why these young folks 
were not attending school. The answer in 
most cases was that they needed the money. 
Most of them had gone through the gram- 
mar grades, but few had attended high 
school. They didn't think the time taken 
in the higher course was worth the money 
sacrificed. Mary and John seemed to figure 
that they would do better after four years 
of actual experience than four years of 
added education. Perhaps they would. 

Of the 6000 employers only a bare ma- 
jority considered the public schools fully 
efficient. as at present conducted. About 
500 thonght them rotten and the rest were 
doubtful or noncommittal. The majority 
of complaints related to the poor writing, 
bad spelling and faulty arithmetic of pupils 
when put in offices. These are the funda 
mentals-—the bread, butter and meat, of ed. 
ucation. They are taught in the lowest 
grades and are not apt to be materially im- 
proved in the high school, - 

If Mary is a poor speller when she gets 
through the eighth grade she is likely to be 
such all her life. But that doesn’t prevent 
her from hiking downtown and getting a fob 
at “stenoggine” for a fat fellow who really 
needs a good speller in the family. In that 
way Mary becomes a long drawn out knock 
on the public school system. Spelling is the 
vital and essential thing in a business 
largely carried on by correspondence, but 
many are careless about acquiring a full 
knowledge because they can always find a 
dictionary. 

Numbers of the emplovers handed the 
hammer to the high school as an alleged hot- 
bed for fads, frills and flirtation. At a 
time when there should be concentration 
and efficiency the pupils were spreading 
themselves over a number of ornamental 
branches of education and also taking to 
wearing silken hosiery and shinine up to 
those of the opposite sex. So Mary and 
John were pulled out of the little red school- 
house and put to the grindstone or whatever 
it was that started the pay envelope in cir- 
culation. 

Another criticism of the advanced school- 
ine was that it started too many young 
folks after what was called “white collar” 
jobs. According to the Chicago report too 
many young men because of social pride go 
after clerical) or well-dressed jolts with 
small pay in preference to the overalls of 
technical or skilled labor that leads to a 


higher standard of wage. It was the opinion 
of many employers that the average youth 
scorned the idea of beginning at the bottom 
and working up. He aimed to start at his 
top and work down. 

Also it appeared to some that the labor 
unions knocked the initiative out of youth. 
A man could only go so far in a certain trade 
and he couldn't tackle another line without 
starting all over again. Not only his pay, 
but his hours and the amount of work he 
should do were determined by others than 
himself or his employer and there was no 
incentive ts take that active personal in- 
terest in the business that built up so many 
great managing minds under the old dispen- 
sation. 

As a general result more women are daily 
getting men's jobs and are making good 
in them. Between the ages of 18 and 21, ac- 
cording to the Chicago report, 23,553 girls 
were given jobs to 17,511 boys. This in- 
dicated that at that age the maids had “ar- 
rived” and were given the preference over 
mere man. 

So we say that if the men don’t keep up 
the gait and behave they are likely to lose 
their jobs. Let no man hug the fond as 
surance that he is indispensable to the 
scheme of creation, to business, to industry, 
to letters. 2 


Strong Republican Drift. 
{St. Louis Globe-Democrat:] The strong 
Republican drift which began in St. Louis 


everywhere, Except for less than 100 in- 
crease in the Nevada Senatorial election of 
1914, the Democratic candidates on national 
issues have showed no gains anywhere, 
where fair comparisons have been made.

A special Congressional election in West 
Virginia two days before the Republican 
Nationa] Convention met sent a Republican 
to fill a vacancy caused by the death of a 
Democrat. The election in Maine retired a 
Democratic Governor, United States Senator 
and member of Congress and sent another 
Republican to the Senate. The Republicans 
cast the highest vote on the State ticket in 
all Maine's history. The primaries in Wash- 
ington, Minnesota, California, Kansas and 
Illinois brought out an enormous Re- 
publican vote, compared with that of the 
Democrats. In Missouri, the Democratic 
vote in an intensely spirited primary fell 
many thousands behind that of 1912 and 
19908 while the Republicans vote far sur- 
passed any ever cast in a primary. 

The New York primary was fairly aston- 
ishing. Mr. Bacon, defeated for the Re- 
publican nomination for United States Sen- 
ator, got many more votes than both of the 
Democratic candidates. Gov. Whitman cap 
tured the nomination of the remnant of 
Progressives by a vote of five to three over 
Judge Seabury, selected chiefly because of 
his supposed popularity with Progressives. 
The number of mrolled Republicans ex- 
ceeds that of the enrolled Democrats and 
the enrolled Progressives combined. 

An occasional falling off in the Demo- 
cratic votes might be ascribed to apathy or 
“lack of contests.” But such a universal 
and such a habitual tendency cannot be so 
lightly explained away. Democrats have 
never heretofore shown a constitutional 
timidity about voting. The conclusion Is 
unescapable that this is a Republican coun- 
try and a Republican year.

WHY IS A DRINK OR DOPE 
FIEND? 
[CONTRIBUTED TO THE TIMES.]

S THERE a satisfying answer to 
the question: Why do so many 
people succumb to the drink or 
drug habit? 3 
In any given case we may not be 
able to determine all the varied rea- 
sons; yet two major causes—both 
capable of modification and even of 
cure so far as the hahit goes— obtain 
in most instances. The original start- 
ing point of the craving for a stimu- 
lant is a temporary failure in the 
sense of vigor which we all believe 
is ours to enjoy continuously unless 
gravely overfatigued or actually ex- 
hausted. We grope about for some 
agency which will tone us up— bring 
us back to the level where we were 
before our depression set in. 
By no means are all individuals 
equally hale and vigorous in every 


base line of normal energizing. The 
energy tide of these true neuras- 
thenics seldom remains up to or near 
the normal except for brief, evanes- 
cent periods. Their drop downward 
ig to an abysmal depth of which they 
are painfully conscious, Over-anx- 
lety sets in; they must do something 
to climb back to that state ip which 
they believe, or rather wish to be, 
their normal, 


A number of artificial agencies are | the 


readily obtainable, and are custom- 
arily resorted to, for toning up, for 


efficacious, some relatively harmless 
—but all are of questionable value 
and all tend to habit forming. Others 
again are seriously hurtful in their 
earlier reactions and especially 
harmful in the injuries they inflict 
later on bodily structures and on 
the habitue’s morale. 

Among the first are the whole 
group of conservators and tissue re- 
lievers—true stimulants such as tea, 
coffee, nux vomica, digitalis and even 
tobacco. All produce a temporary 
feeling of comfort, of reinvigoration, 
of relief from weariness; all aid 
energy by fortifying the exhausted 
nerves and enhancing the power of 
the vital regulators. That is why 
fatigue is seemingly lessened. All 
are fellowed by a moderate slump— 
so slight, however, that their use 
is permissible within certain limits. 

When these simple restoratives 

prove inadequate there is always 
ready to hand the highly extolled, 
historically indorsed, so-called stimu- 
lant but really narcotic—alcohol. 
Ethy! alcoho! in most of its seductive 
forms is really a delightful drink, 
justifying much of the overpraise ex- 
tended to it in song, story and even 
in religion. The primary effects are 
most exhilarating, from the organs 
of taste to the subtle thrills of well 
being as it becomes diffused to the 
uttermost corners of body and brain, 
and on up to the don't care” stage. 
It could be indorsed heartily ag the 
“greatest gladdener of the heart of 
man,” if all this pleasure were not so 
pathetically brief, if the reaction 


were not 80 inexorable. But there 
is the betrayal, leading to the en- 
feebled personality through a brief 
fool’s paradise to shackling habits 
and to organic disisitegration, 
Every dose lowers the power of 
self-criticiam and self-regulation. 
Every drink must be increased to 
gain the desired deliverance; and 
with every increased indulgence the 
craving grows more imperative, more 
masterful. Yet do not mistake my 
meaning. This dominating appetite 
is not so overmastering in perfectly 
strong, vigorous people; but it is 
next to unshakeable in the neuras- 
thenic, the man or woman whose 
energy is never up to nermal and 
always ready to drop to profound 
depths during ythe retro-actionary 


phases, 
It should be obvious that, for such 


the craving is so imperative as to 
stimulate an organic need, 

What is sid of aleohol may be

of opium, cocaine and hashish, These 
narcotics are most to be feared in 
the Individual of defective namics: 
in him, they are well night uncon- 
querable. But in anyone, vitiated ap- 
petites are serious enough. Some do 
not wish attempts at emancipation; 
they even fiercely resent them. 

For the defective constitution the 
only hope lies in years of reconstruc- 
tion. For the normal person, any 
kind of mental awakening, of confi- 


ance, of rational explanation, made 
in personal, medical, philosophic or 
religious guise, will usually suffice 
—provided he or she will sincerely 
co-operate.
